A whirlwind finish yesterday eas­ 
ily beat the 30-day deadline for 
acting on new bdls after the Gen­ 
eral Assembly adjourned April 30 
The governor also signed a $475,- 
235.000 general appropriations bill 
and tossed out a proposed revision 
of tire criminal code. 
Of the 711 bills passed by the 
General Assembly, the final score­ 
board showed that Duff approved 
658 and vetoed 53. 
Modernizes Old Law 
The new military code places all 
of Pennsylvania’s potential fighting 
forces in one militia body and re­ 
quires 
equal opportunity 
for 
all 
races and creeds in the Pennsyl­ 
vania National Guard and other 


units for the first time. 
It ulso modernizes an 1899 militia 
law to give the governor, with the 
consent of the Legislature, the right 
to enroll in Pennsylvania’s militia, 
designated 
as 
every 
able-bodied 
male between the ages of 18 and 
45 years. 
Duff explained in vetoing the pro­ 
posed 1949 crimes code that his ac­ 
tion was necessary since the code 
would h&ve repealed penalties for 
bribery in athletic competition. 
He said the state has "workable 
criminal law" through the 1939 penal 
code and the new Taylor law which 
provides stiff penalties for anyone 
attempting to swing professional or 
amateur athletic contests. The Tay­ 
lor law 
amended the 1939 penal 
code. The new crimes code would 
have repealed the 1939 code and all 
its amendments. Duff explained. 
Signs 3 Amendments 
At the same time, he signed into 
law three other amendments to the 
1939 penal code, all of them also 
contained in the vetoed crimes act. 
They make it a crime to give false 
information to newspaper and radio 
stations whether or not it is used; 
to loiter or prowl about dwellings 
at night and to allow sentences in 
crimes to
